WASHINGTON, Aug. 14,—J. R. 
McCarl, Comptroller-General of the 
United States, has raised a great 
disturbance amung married women 
in the Government service by hold- 
ing that they must sign their hus- 
band’s names to the pay roll. In 
recent years executive departments 
have been trying to prevent the em- 
ployment of husband and wife, and 
the campaign to that end has re- 
sulted in “Government _ brides” 
signing their maiden names. 

“A woman employe of the Gov- 
ernment who marries and contin- 
ues in the service cannot be car- 
ried on the Government payroll 
under her maiden name, but must 
adopt her husband's surname, ac- 
cording to a decision rendered by 
the Comptroller-General,” says an 
announcement by the Department 
of the Interior. 

This question came up in the 
case of a nurse at St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital, who was married last 
May, but refused to sign the pay- 
roll in her husband's name. On 
the books of the hospital she is list- 
ed in her husband's name with 
“Mrs.”" prefixed, but insisted on 


‘signing her old name.

Mors Heard From. 

Police for a time believed that 
McCoy had found Mors and killed 
Him, but after a search of several 
hours his attorney reported to Cen- 
tral Police Station and announced 
his client was ready to be ques- 
tioned. It was then revealed that 
Mors was on his way to his shop 
about the time McCoy entered it, 
and, but for the fact that his auto- 
mobile broke down, would have 
reached his place of business in the 
midst of the former pugilist’s 
shooting orgy. 

By the time the machine could 
be repaired, however, newsboys 
were shouting extras whose head- 
lines warned Mors that McCoy was 
amuck. He accordingly remained 
away until McCoy was safe in a cell 
at the city jail charged with suspi- 
cion of murder, assault with a 
deadly weapon, with intent to kill, 
and robbery. 


McCoy’s story of the shooting of 


Mrs. Mors, as recounted to police 
last night, follows: 

"Theresa was very much down- 
hearted and I was trying to cheer 
her up. At last she announced that 
she could stand it no longer and 
was going to end it all. 

“She Died in My Arms.” 

“She took out her revolver, which 
she kept in a drawer, and I jumped 
up to keep her from shooting her- 


self: but she pulled the trigger just 


as I reached her. 

“After the first shot she fell into 
my arms and I placed her on the 
floor. She died with my arms 
around her and trying to speak to 
me. 

“T placed a sheet over her and 
my revolver and started 
out to kill Albert E. Mors, the man 
who caused it all. 

“T did not find him, but if I had 
I would have shot him down. I am 
sorry I didn’t find him.” 

McCoy first came into notice in 
the Mors case when he accom- 
panied Mrs. Mors to her home in 
Hollywood, the night of Aug. 4, at 
her request, he said, as a protec- 
tor in the controversy with her 
husband. 

Police were called in and Mors 
wanted his wife arrested, alleging 
she struck him in the mouth. 

The Mors couple agreed to sepa- 
rate and Mors brought suit for di- 
vorce. Mors said he married Mrs. 
Mors in New York in 1915, when 
she was a stenographer. 

After the divorce Mors was 
given a week to effect a division 
of the property of the estranged 
couple and return to New York. On 
occasions while the Mors pair and 
their attorneys were engaged in 
separating the property at the art 
shop, McCoy is alleged to have ap- 
peared there, and on each occasion 
wags ordered off the premises by 
Mors. 

During the divorce trial both 
McCoy and Mrs. Mors permitted 
statements that they planned to be 
married to pass unchallenged. 

Married Fight Times. 

McCoy's marital career began 
soon after his ring career and last- 
ed much longer. His first wed- 
ding took place when he was 19 
years old, according to some of his 
accounts, and when he was 21. ac- 
cording to others, the former 
boxer being a little reticent about 
his realage. Sporting manuals say 
he was born in 1878. 

Various accounts agree that it 
was in 1895 when he walked tothe 
altar with Lottie Piehler in Mid- 
dletown, Conn. McCoy had 
known her two days. The mar- 
riage iasted a year and a_i half, 
during which time the “Kid” be- 
unofficial 
ing Tommy Ryan and Tommy 
West. 

Two years after the wreck of his 


| first marriage, McCoy met Julia 


Woodruff. who became wife Nos. 
2,3 ana@4. They were married and 
divorced three times. The former 


| boxer described the third divorce 
as the charm. 

The four other marriages fol- 
lowed, the last being with Carmen 
Broder, a dancer known on the 
stage as Dagmar Dalgren. Their 
romance ended in 1920, three days 
after the wedding. 

In 1922 McCoy almost married a 
ninth time when Mrs. Jacqueline 
McDowell started from Baltimore 
to meet him in Los Angeles, but 
thinking better of it, got off the 
train at Detroit and telegraphed 
him she was not coming any fur- 
ther. 

His Ring Career. 

Kid McCoy at one time claimed 
the world’s middleweight boxing 
title. He has battled some of the 
most famous figures in ring his- 
tory, including James Corbett, Pe- 
ter Maher, Joe Choynski, Tommy 
Ryan and other stars of 20 years 
ago. 

McCoy was welterweight cham- 
pion of the world from 18986 to 
1897. 

The only man McCoy ever re- 
fused to fight was Bob Fitzsim- 
mons.

By Failing to Make Memo- 
randa on Books He Was 
Able to Embezzle $262,- 
000. 


DEFAULTER WAS ALSO 
STATE TREASURER 


New Bank Being Organized 
at Putnam, Conn., to 
Keep Commercial Busi- 


ness From Leaving Town 


By the Associated Press. 
PUTNAM, Aug. 14. — The man- 


ner in which G. Harold Gil- 
patric, State Treasurer, was 
able to embezzle $262,000 from the 
First National Bank of Putnam, 
of which he was cashier, was re- 


vealed today. 

Many people took Liberty bonds 
to the bank and asked that Gilpat- 
ric himself take them over, so 
great was their confidence in him. 
Gilpatric, in most instances, failed 
to note on the books the receipts 
that he gave in behalf of the bank, 
and diverted the securities to his 
own credit. 

The directors and the bank ex- 
aminers had no means of knowing 
the bank’s responsibility for such 
securities, it is stated. 

Another method of Gilpatric for 
converting funds, it is stated, was 
to put through notes of several 
thousand dollars each with ficti- 
tious indorsements. 

The bank is closed and in charge 
of a receiver. Gilpatric is in a 
hospital as a result of shooting 
himee'lf. 

“Lesson to Directors.” 
“We could not have prevented 
these thefts under the circum- 


stances,’ a bank official said to- 
day, “although there is no ques- 
tion of our responsibility and no 
question that we should have been 
more critical in our attitude to- 
ward the cashier. It is a lesson 
to directors of country banks, men 
like ourselves knowing little of the 
business, who should take nothing 
for granted.’’ 

The president of the bank is a 
retired hardware dealer. The other 
directors are a grocer, a silk man- 
ufacturer, a wholesale meat deal- 
er, a lumber dealer, a butcher and 
a mill owner. The bank was run 
by the cashier, in whom everyone 
had confidence because for years 
everything that he touched was 
successful. 

However, his personal mox at the 
bank has been found to contain 
almost nothing. In Putnam, he has 
been taxed only for an aggregate 
of $10,000 representing his modest 
home, where he kept a single ser- 
vant, another house, an automobile 
and a garage. It is known, how- 
ever, that he had holdings in a 
number of companies in Putnam 
and elsewhere, that he has invested 
in real estate in Hartford, and that 
he has sustained losses in whole or 
in part in various ventures, under- 
taken largely because of his friend- 
ship for men interested. Gilpatric 
holds personal insurance policies

PERFECT CLEANUP 
UF MAIL ROBBERY 


Postoffice Sleuths Declare 
Nearly All Securities Tak- 
en Here Have Been Re- 
covered. 


WORKED 16 MONTHS 
TO COMPLETE CASE 


Indictments Against Col- 
beck, Kelly and 16 Others 
Practicaliy Winds Up In- 


vestigation. 


Postoftice inspectors, after 16 
months’ intensive work, have made 
what they consider perfect 
cleanup of one of the most sen- 
sational and boldest robberies in 
St. Louis, that of an armored mail 
truck which was robbed by six 
armed men at Fourth and Locust 
streets, April 2, 1923, of $267,009 
in negotiable industrial bonds, $2,- 
139.900 in unsigned Federal Land 
Bank bonds and less than $200 in 
cash. The jand bank bonds could 
have been made negotiable only by 
forgery of signatures. 

All of the land bank securities 
and all but a small portion of the 
other bonds have been recovered. 
Some of the industrial securities 


were recovered from innocent pur- 
chasers. The robbers peddled out 
part of the industrial bonds at large 
discounts, and the proceeds to 
them from the crime would scarce- 
ly pay the cost of the large bail, 
$60,000, being required of each of 
16 men indicted in the case yester- 
day. 


a 


Loot Is Traced. 

Almost immediately the postof- 
fice inspectors got trace of the loot. 
Seventeen days after the robbery 
they raided the Richmond Heights 
home of “Whitey” Doering, Egan 
gang lieutenant, subsequently mur- 
dered, and recovered all the land 
bank bonds and half the other 
bonds. As a resurt, Doering and 
David Weisman were convicted of 
participation in the robbery and 
sentenced, respectively, to 30 and 
25 years’ imprisonment. Weisman 
is in the Atlanta Penitentiary now 
and Doering was at liberty on ap- 
peal bond when killed. 

The investigators didn't rest with 
that. Working under Fred W. 
Reuter, Chief Postoffice Inspector 
here, Inspectors Noah and’ Bunsen 
have spent most of their time since 
the robbery on this case. They 
were aided materially by Police- 
Lieutenant Robert Kaiser. 

Eventually five more Egan ganc- 
sters were indicted and arrested in 
connection with the robbery. They 
are under bond of $60,000 each 
now, awaiting trial. They are Gus 
Dietmeyer, “Red” Smith, “Chip- 
py” Robinson, Steve Ryan and 
“Cotton” Epplesheimer. Details of 
their alleged connection with the 
ease have not been made known. 
Smith, Ryan and Robinson are 
among those indicted yesterday; it 
is believed the old charges against 
them will be dismissed and their 
bonds renewed. Dietmeyer and Ep- 
plesheimer will continue .o face 
the old charges. 

Stock Broker Arrested. 

The investigation went into the 
disposition as wel] as the robbery 
eof the bonds. It apbears that 
gangsters enlisted aid of men ac- 
quainted with the handling of se- 
curities. Last May a stock broker, 
John Dummeyer, residing at the 
Melbourne Hotel, was arrested on 
a warrant charging him with 
possession of “letters and pack- 
ages” stolen from the mail. The 
inspectors declared that $26,000 
worth of the stolen securttées were 
disposed of through him. He was 
released on $25,000 bond, but he 
will now be required to furnish a 
$60,000 bond, for he is under in- 
dictment with the others. 

George V. Halliday, another 
broker, bankrupt and under con- 
viction of forgery and embezzie- 
ment, was enlisted to help get rid 
of the remaining loot. He went to 
Chicago with a large amount of the 
industrial bonds and put them ina 
hotel eafe deposit vault. But he got 
in trouble over a taxicab fare and 
was brought to City Hospital here, | 
while the bonds reposed where he | 
left them.

He resigned from Congress to accept. Ina 
service of five years as Solicitor-General, ter- 
minated by his appointment as Ambassador io 
Great Britain, Davis made a record of excep- 
tional brilliance—a record that has won al- 


‘most universal commendation. 


The Solicitor-General! is the second officiai 
of the Department of Justice. The duties of 
the head of the department are largely ad- 
ministrative. On the Selicitor devolves the re- 
sponsibility of representing the Governr ent in 
court. He is the Government's trial lawyer. 
In a literal sense, he is the attorney for all the 
people of the United States. 

It is common knowledge in Washington, an] 
among lawyers generally, that the United 
States Supreme Court regarded him as one of 
the ablest lawyers, if not the ablest, appear- 
ing before it. As everybody knows who haa 
attended a session of the court, the black- 
robed Justices can be extremely apathetic to- 
ward a lawyer's argument. When Davis 
spoke, they listened. Chief Justice White 
beamed on him. He 1s said to have declared 
that Davis had one of the ablest minds im 
Americe. Charles E. Hughes, who was an 
Associate Justice when Davis was Solicitor- 
General, said: ‘John W. Davis is the clearest 
thinker and the best informed man who comes 
before the Supreme Court to plead a case.’’ 

Davis was noted for the compactness of 
both his briefs and his oral arguments. Even 
in the most important cases, he seldom spoke 
for more than half an hour. 

The long list of the cases handled by Da- 
vis contains som. of the most important litl- 
gation in which the Government has ever tak- 
en part. He proved his mettie in half a 


dozen famous bouts with great combinations | 


of capital—in the Steel Trust case, the Mid- 
west Oil case, the Diamond Coal 
ease, the Harvester Trust case, and others. 

The first named of these was a suit for the 
dissolution of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration on the ground that it was a com- 
bination in restraint of trade. A hard-fought 


battle went against the Government, the case | 


finally being decided in 1920 by a vote of 
four to three with two of the Justices not par- 
ticipating. 

In the Midwest Oil case, Davis scored a 
notable victory for the Government. About 
3.000.000 acres of the public domain sup- 
posed to contain oil had been withdrawn 
from public entry by President Taft in 1909. 
The Midwest Oi] Co. contested the val- 
idity of the action. Davis argued and won 
the case for the Government, thus confirm- 
ing its right to the naval oil reserves which 
Fall and Denby, six years later, surrendered 
to private oil interests. 

In his argument Davis said: “In the ab- 
sence of any congressional inhibition, the 
President, of national necessity, and by the 
very nature of his functions under the Céon- 
stitution. is impliedly authorized to reserve 
public lands for public purposes The 
practice has been recognized by Congress again 
and again as a practice wholesome and nec- 
essary to the welfare of the Government and 
not a practice of usurpation.”

Davis handled this case in a fashion that 
won him new laurels as a lawyer. 

“The anti-trust act,”” Davis declared in con- 
cluding an exhaustive brief on the case, “the 
work of perhaps the ablest Judiciary Commit- 
tee that ever sat in either branch of Congress, 
‘is the deliberate effort of conservative, ctear- 
thinking men to place some reasonable check 
on that liberty of combination which, if per-

end imperil liberty itself. 

“If defendants’ argument prevails—if cor- 
porate combinations, however comprehensive, 
do not come within the purview of the act 
unless and only so far as they demonstrably 
‘abuse’ their power—the inevitable result will 
be the renewal of that great rush toward con- 
c@ntration which proceeded with ever accel- 
‘erating rapidity until checked by the decision
